Russian 'battleship Orel ran aground 
and sank.on1 a sand bar in the Neva 
on Sunday; The Icebreaker Ermack 
has been sent from Cronstadt to re-

,il;Flrst Land Battle 


Tokln, May 2.—The Russians were 


forced to abandon Antiing Sunday. 
They burned the town and retreated 
to Feng-Huan-Cheng. Tho Japanese 
now control the estuary of the Ya'u.

Sundny were about 700 killed 
ninl 


•woundco. 
Tho Russians lost more 


than SOU men. 
The Japanese 
cap- 


tured 28 quick-firing guns. 20 officers 
and many men.

We have taken 
twenty-eight quick-firing guns, many 
rifles, much ammunition, more than 


„twenty.officers and.many noncomnils- j 
stoned tflTccrs"~nnd men as prisoners.

Force Russians to Retire. 


After five days of fighting, largely 


•with artillery, the 
first 
Japanese 


army, under General 
Kurokl, 
has 


forced a crossing of the Yulit river, 
and Sunday, with a gallant Infantry 
charge covering four miles, It drove 
the Russians from Clilu Tlcn Cheng 
and the heights on the right bank of 
the Iho. or Alda, river, which enters 
the Ynlu from the north almost op- 
posite Wlju. 
The Japanese turned 


the left flank of the UttBSlun ixjsltlon, 
and In the battlu of Sunday they 
swept awny the now front Interposed 
by the Russlaiis to check their on- 
ward movement. 


Tho present position of the Jap- 


anese Is a dominating one, and they 
may force the abandonment of tho 
defenses erected by the Russians at 
Antung and other points lower down 
the Tlver. 


Japanese Seize Islands. 


General Kurokl began tho move- 


ment on Tuesday by ordering a de- 
tachment of tho Imperial guards di- 
vision to seize (he Island of Kurlto, 
In thfl Yalu ebove WIJu. and a detach- 
ment of Iho second division to seize 
the Island;of Klntelto, which Is situ- 
ated below Wlju. 


The' detachment of the imperial 


guards met'with Borne resistance, but 
it succeeded In rlcarlng the enemy out 
and occupied KUrlto Island. The Rus- 
slang abandoned the Island of Kln- 
telto when attacked by the detach- 
ment of the second division. 


During these movements 
on 
tho 


Islands the Russians opened fire on 
the Japanese with eight nine and one- 
half rentlmcter guns from a hill be- 
hind Chlu'Tlon Cheng and two Hatch- 
Was guns, which were mounted on the 
bank of the river at Kosnn. where tho 
Ri-islana Vcemcd to have established 
their headquarters. 
One battery of 


Japanese artillery, which had taken a 
position on a hill to the cast of Wlju, 
fired three volleys'at Kosan, and at 
noon or Tuesday the Russian batteries 
behind Chlu Tlcn Cheng shelled Wlju, 
•wounding one Japanese soldier with 
shrapnel. 


.Russians Bombard. 


On Wednesday the Russians resum- 


ed the bombirdmcnt of Wlju, firing 
at intervals throughout the day. The 
Japanese artillery did not respond to 
this tire. General Kurokl received re- 
ports to the effect that the Russians 
•were fortifying tho heights on the 
right bank of thu Iho River. These 
new defenses .ire declared to extend 
from Chlu Tlcn Cheng through tho 
village of Mokao to Koshokl, a dis- 
tance of three and a quarter miles. 


The Russians continued their bom- 


bardment on- Thursday, but It was 
generally Ineffective. 
Subsequently 


General Kurokl ordered., two conipa- 


itos ar the-Imperial gnat (Is'to cr6ss 
the Yalu and maka a reconnaissance 
along the left bank of the Iho for 
tho purpose of discovering thu charac- 
tor of the Russian fortifications. 


The 
Japanese 
force 
advanced 


toward Kosan. and then dispatched a 
email detachment to tho village, where 
a party of Russians was- encountered. 
In the engagement which followed five 
Russians were killed. The Russians 
shelled the reconnoltcrlng party from 
the hills. This flro wan without effect. 


Thu Russian artillery on the hills 


tiehlnd Ch!u Tien Cheng, firing at a 
high angle, opened on Wlju and flio 
Islands of Kurlto and Klnteto. This 
nrlng continued Into Thursday night, 
and General Kurokl reports that while 
It .was IncffecVve, It disturbed his 
preparations for an attack. The Rus- 
flans resumed the'shelling of Wlju on 
Friday, but the Japanese guns did not 
reply. 


The twelfth division of the Japanese 


army was • chosen to make tho first 
crossing of tho Yalu. 
It began Its 


preparations on Friday by driving the 
Russians from their position on the 
bank of the river opposite Sulkochln, 
which Is eight miles above Wlju and 
the point selected for the Grousing. 
This- division constructed a pontoon 
bridge over tho river, and at 3 o'clock 
Saturday morning It began crossing. 
The entire division passed over the 
river during the day, and by C o'clock 
Saturday' evening It was In tho posi- 
tion assigned to It for the battlo of 
Sunday. 


The movement of the twelfth Japa- 


nese division wan covered by tho sec- 
ond regiment of field 'artillery and an- 
other artillery regiment of heavy guns. 


Shell Japanese Patrols. 


Saturday morning the Russian ar- 


tillery posted to the-north and to tin? 
cast of Chlu Tien Cheng began shell- 
ing tho patrols of Japanese Infantry 
which had been dispatched from Kin- 
tolto Island to Chukodal, another Is- 
land north of Klnlello and tinder- Chlu 
Tien Cheng. 
The Japanese batteries 


replied and Hllenced the IltHslan lire. 
Later eight Knmimn KUIIH 
poKted on 


a hill to tho east of the village of 
Mnkiio opened upon 
the 
Imperial 


guard!!. 
Tho Japanese artillery again 


responded and tho Rutmlans ceased tir- 
ing. 


Then both the Chlu Tien Cheng and 


the Maliao hattcrlc'i reopened, and 
this flru brought a vigorous response 
from the chair of Japr.ne><u (batteries 
on the Corean side or the river. The 
Russians' giiHB fired for two hours be- 
fore they were silenced. 


Army Crosses ,Rlver. 


A b-ldge across thu main stream of 


tho Yalu, just above Wlju. was com- 
pleted at 8 o'clock Saturday night, 
and the second Japanese division and 
the Imperial guards began crossing. 
They advanced and occupied tho lilllH 
bad: of KoBan, facing the Russian po- 
sition on the right bank of the river 
All through Saturday night regiment 
after regiment of Japanese soldlera 
poured across the bridge, and at a late 
hour Saturday night General Kurokl 
telegraphed to tho general staff of 
the army: 
"1 will attack tho enemy 


on May I at dawn." 


True to his promise. General'Kurokl 


at daylight Sunday centered all his 
artillery on the Russian position be- 
tween Chlu Tien Cheui; and Yoshoko. 
To this flre the Russians made reply 
with all their batteries. 


Charge Is Ordered. 


At 7 o'clock In the morning tho Rus- 


sian battery at YoshoUo wan silenced, 
and a half hour later Gen Kurok! or- 
dered his line stretching 
for 
four 


miles, to attack.- The Japanese Infan- 
try, on tho word of command, charged 
across the Iho, wading that 
steam 


breast dpep, and began storming the 
heights at fifteen minute;! past 8. At 
9 o'clock they had swept the Russian 
line back across the plcateau.

Madison, Wls., May 1.—A widow, 


Mrs. Ella Samlon, and her two daugh- 
ters, "receiving the built of an estate 
of Hobcrt Sandon, husband and fath- 
er, valued nt approximately $120.000. 
'lave been unsuccessful in two state 
courts to defeat the operation of tho 
law giving nn adopted daughter, El- 
len V. Sandon, one-fourth part of the 
estate. The adopted daughter, who Is 
a minor 15 years of age, was not 
mentioned in the will, and tho 
pro- 


bate court hearing the contest held 
that under tho law a child 
legally 


adopted subsequent to the making of 
a will was entitled to Its share of the 
estate. 
An appeal to the circuit 


court 1ms resulted In the alllrmatlon 
of that decision. The court says that 
It "arrives at this 'conclusion reluct- 
antly In view of the testimony re- 
ceived subject to objection, but it IB 
tho duty of the court to apply the 
law as ho finds It and not to attempt 
to make a will for olie who did not 
bring himself within recognized rules 
of law when he drafted his own will." 
It Is probable that an appeal will be 
made to the supreme court of 
the

' swing- Indian clubs, or pull away « 


•welghtctl. ropes In their bedrooms 
In other words, they carefully shun 
any kind of exercise that subserves 
a useful end, and devoto themselves 
to that which accomplishes nothing 


The excuse usually given for such 


vagaries IB that tho sU-eet car and 
the elevator save time. Any one win 
takes tho trouble to' observe whn 
goes on around him will see portly 
men who ought to walk for their own 
good stop a street car to carry them 
only three or four blocks, and wait 
patiently for an elevator to come on 
signal from' the basement floor to 
carry them, down one flight of stairs 
Now. the oddest thing Is that If the 
diet were proportioned to the occupa- 
tion, this' lack of exercise would not 
be felt, and the consequent devotion 
to monkey gymnastics would not he

The fact tlint the marauders actually 


penetrated to the very heart of the elta- 
'•del, with n thousand armed enemies 
(•n«iui|a>d nil about, was In Itself star- 
tling, but that was not the most liuz- 
nnloiis feature of the enterprlne. Gen- 
eral Ilebert's post was an Interior one, 
with out|>osts on land aiid water for 
miles In all dlrectlotiH. Cape Z-'enr riv- 
er was within Confederate territory 
and bad been from the beginning of 
the war. It.was patrolled .by Confed- 
erate gunbonis nnd guarded by forts 
at the mouth and around Wilmington, 
close to the scene of the mid. 


One reiitmn given by the Confederate 


naval commander In those waters for 
not maintaining a better patrol was 
that hls'uien could not IM> trusted alone 
In small parties. A few nights before 
the mid nix North Carolina soldiers 
sent Qtit,under orders in a'niwbunt had 
dtserfe^Tand escaped down the river. 
It was' supposed by the .Confederates 
that these deserters had n hand In the 
raid «|K>n General-llrucrt. They wcro 
not of the party, although they tuny 
have given the bearings to the Yankee, 
sailor boy who designed Uic swoop and 
in person executed the most dangerous 
feature involved. Lieutenant W. B. 
Cusblng. Gushing was not at that date 
n Htrangcr .to the North Carolina wa- 
ters, neither n tyro in "deeds of dcrrlng 
do." In the restless nnd venturous ca- 
reer of the hero of the Albemarle, 
whose motto was, "Impossibilities to 
the timid," this feat waa merely an 
episode. It was undertaken In a spirit 
of bravado to prove to his chief that a 
certain plan he was maturing still more 
hazardous a.nd of greater Importance 
in a military sense waa feasible. The 
fleet commander under whom Ctishlng 
nerved having exprcssrd his doubt as 
to the wisdom of the plan because of

its seomlng Impossibility, the brave 
lieutenant declared that he would bring 
the Confederate general on board thu 
flagship to breakfast with the admlrnJ. 


With twenty sailors of his own choos- 


ing manning two jowhonts dishing en- 
tered Cape Fenr river, pulled past Kort 
Caswoll and the land batteries at Bald 
head guarding the mouth of the river 
and landed opposite the hamlet of 
Sinlthvllle. where 
the 
Confederate 


headquarters were located. Hiding his 
boats, with their crews, within twenty- 
Ave yards of. a Confederate shoro bat- 
tery, be went with but two companions 
to tbo house occupied as private <nmr- 
ters by General Jlebert and on the way 
passed through the main street of the 
village. Around the house there wore 
34-MX) Confederate soldiers sleeping In 
their barracks. 


It was fully midnight before the 


house grew still nnd the lights went 
out. 
Cusblng left his comrades on 


watch at the porch nnd, entering the 
unboiled door, crept upstairs to the 
general's room, which bad been located 
for him by n negro familiar with the 
premises. With his hand on the gener- 
al's door he was startled by a crash be- 
low and a loud outcry from one of his 
men. Springing down the steps, he dis- 
covered that Ills comrades, In ovcrcon- 
fldence, had alarmed the adjutant gen- 
eral, who hoisted a window nnd sud- 
denly brought It down with n bang up- 
on a Yankee's revolver and the wrist of 


n Yankee nrui which held the ugly 
weapon In his very face. 


The alarm was out, and dishing must 


act quick or lose the game. He Instant- 
ly leaped Into the room with a lighted 
taper and dragged from the IMH! a dazed 
sleeper, who proved to be Hebert's chief 
engineer. Captain'Kelly. Krom Kelly 
lie teamed that the 'chief was not In his 
usual place that night. 


The Confederate adjutant general, 


after encountering-the revolver at the 
window, hud taken precipitate lllght 
from the Bce'no of danger, leaving the 
drowsy and luckless captain as the next 
best substitute for the more distinguish- 
ed prisoner to grace the Yankee admi- 
ral's board next morning. 
Hebert's 


headquarters desks were rilled of olllclal 
papers and plans, and while alarm erics 
sounded through the camp and drums 
beat the long roll In the forts dishing 
and party, with' the surprised Captain 
Kelly under guard, were In the middle 
of the river dropping down stream n» 
nolMtlcssly as they came. 


When Hubert reachwl his quarters 


the day after the midnight visit he was 
met by an orderly bringing In. from n 
flag of truce at the outposts the follow- 
ing message of regret: 


My Dear Oenernl—I deeply rccrct thnt 


you wcru not homo when I cnllvd. I In- 
cloBo my curd. Very respectfully. 


W. B. GUSHING. 


• Cushlng's nerve at the trying moment 
of execution was fully equal to bis bold- 
ness In {ilunnlng, and this combination 
of traits was Just the service needed In 
the peculiar warfare of the North Car- 
olina waters. His services were not, 
however, solely those of a free lance. 
Ordinarily he was on routine duty, ac- 
cording .to his'rank, sometimes volun- 
teering and sometimes lielng chosen by 
his superiors for fugitive exploits. Some 
months before the raid on General He- 
bert he had passed over the same routa 
in n cutter with two olllcers and fifteen 
men, gliding by the forts nnd Ilebert's 
camp without discovery. On this trip, 
which was also undertaken In the 
night, his boat nearly collided wlth'a 
Confederate blockade runner putting to 
sea from tho'port of Wilmington nnd 
also with a Confederate guard boat en- 
countered In the river. 


The night was very dark until the 


cutter camu to a fortified bluff known 
ns the Brunswick batteries, when tho 
moon suddenly emerged .from a cloud 
and disclosed the strange craft to the 
enemy's sentinels on shore. Firing a 
few shots at the cutter, the sentinels 
alnrmiHl the sleeping garrison. Gush- 
ing directed his men to pull for the op- 
posite shore, out of. range, nnd pi-.xiewl 
up the river. Before reaching Wilming- 
ton, which was the destination of the 
raiders, the boat was headicd and BO- 
croled In a marsh, and the party lay all 
day In hiding, watching the passing 
blockade runners. 


After dark on the second night the 


cutter again took to the wave and cap- 
tured two rowbnats filled .with men, 
who proved to bo flsliermen\from Wil- 
mington.. Cuslilng promptly'impressed 
the strangers as guides and with their 
aid recoiinoltered all the forts and bat- 
teries along the river. In his wander- 
ings along shore Cuslilng struck the 
highway between Wilmington and Fort 
Fisher, the famous Confederate strong- 
hold at thu mouth of Capo Fear river, 
.and lay In wait to capture the enemy's 
mall between those points. The carrier 
from Fort Fisher was secured, but the 
Wilmington man. on approaching the 
strange party, suspected mischief nnd 
turned back, 
dishing mounted the 


horsff of the captured postman nnd 
chased the runaway almost to Wilming- 
ton. 


During Cushlng's absence on the 


wild chase one of his sailors exchanged 
clothes with the captive postman anil 
went to the Wilmington markets to get 
food for the raiders, who had made a 
long fust and were desperately hun- 
gry. - This trip gave him a chance to 
gossip with citizens and gain knowl- 
edge of the enemy. 


Cuslilng on his part hnd discovered 


that the Confederate ram Italelgh. ly- 
ing'at Wilmington, was a hopeless 
wreck; that the nun North Carolina 
was useless for battle because her 
depth didn't admit of passing the bar 
at the mouth of Cape Fonr river to en- 
gage the Federal blockading ships nnd 
certain torpedo bouts, much dreaded 
by the Federals, had been destroyed 
by their owners during n scare to keep 
them from falling Into the hands of 
the enemy. This Information was the 
object of the during raid. 


After destroying the telegraph lines 


Cusblng relumed to his boat, sent the 
prisoners' adrift and started down the 
river. On the way to pea the cutter 
wns headed off by n Confederate gun- 
boat and several small boats tilled with 
mon. It was night, nnfl, although tho 
moon shone bright, Cuslilng managed 
to turn nnd double nn his pursuers 
until ho got the start of them and by 
vigorous rowing dashed Into the break- 
ers at the North Carolina shoals! where 
the enemy dare not follow. Tho cut- 
ter was so heavy thnt she rode tho 
breakers gallantly nnd escaped to tho 
Federal fleet. On tills trip Cushltig 
passed two days and three nights with- 
in the enemy's linos. It la not strangu 
that he ventured Into the same region 
n second time, but what of'the enemy 
who allowed him to get off so easily? •
